“With the sinking of the Seharn- 
horst, Gueisenau, Liepzig and Uurn- 
berg, the whole German squadron 
which had its base at Tsing Tau at 
the outbreak of the war has been de- 
stroyed and the base itself reduced 
and captured, 

‘This event marks the conclusion 
of the active operations in which the 
allied fleets have bed: engagcd in the 
Pacific for four months. Though It 
has fallen to a British squadron In 
the South Aulantic to strike the final 
blow it Was largely owing to the Un- 
tiring assistance rendered by the 
Japanese fleet that this result has 
been achieved,

He added thatthe could 
not believe that any nation whaich ad- 
opted such a suggestion was doing it 
sincerely, 

“r, Carnegic gave fit as his opin- 
ion that the military caste in Ger- 
many was responsible for the war, 
but that at the time hostilities broke 
out the Kaiser was ill and opposed to 
the war. 

“The Kaiser nas told me that he 
took the greatest pride in the fact 
that he reigned for many years with- 
out being involved in war,” said Mr. 
Carnegie, “But he was surrounded 
by a ring of, militarists. who were 
eager for war at any price.” 

Hopes For Permanent Peace. 

Mr, Carnegie said he hoped that 
the world would be so horrified over 
the war that permanent peace would 
follow. He said his peace foundatior 
would continue its work and that he 
Solleved ultimately international ar- 
bitration’ would settle ‘ail disputes. 
He declared children should be 
taught the terrors of war rather than 
to admire soldiers and their deeds, 

Mr. Carnegie showed interest at a 
suggestion to him that he might be 
ealled upon by the president to he: 
‘bring about peace when the tim 
came,
